ONDON, Jan. 22.—Word comes 
from the United States that every 
ome there is perfectly easy re- 
specting Anglo-American relations. It 
would be misleading, and, in my opin- 
fon, dangerous, to pretend that a cor- | 
responding state of mind exists in 
England. Americans, I think, should 
remember that they are outside the 
zone of danger and grief. For the 
moment their liberties are safe, their 
men are not dying on land and sea, ° 
and their women are not oppressed 
with apprehension and suspense. It 
is comparatively easy for them to en- 
joy quietness of spirit and evenness 
of temper. 
In the countries at war it is differ- 
ent. Here every moment of the day 
and night is a moment of tension and 
danger to life and property and the 
probability of bereavement is always 
pressing the people. Under such a 
strain they can hardly be expected to 
take events ag calmly as can people 
who are far removed from the reach 
of peril and distress, 
WHAT UNITED STATES MAY DO. 
Englishmen, to put it mildly, are 
greatly disturbed by the possibility of 
what America do. If they are . 
loath to believe, least they fear, ~ 
that American traders, shielded by the 
Washington government, may make 
an effort to supply Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. with copper and other 
contraband, and thus compel England 
and France either to forfeit the ef- 
fectiveness of their navies or to chal- 
lenge the policy of the United States. 
Britons argue that for generations 
they have been making heavy sacri- 
fices to keep their navy supreme, and 
that they cannot suffer its belligerent 
value to be impaired when all they 
hold dear ag individuals and as a na- 
tion is at stake. They add that Ger- 
many, whose overwhelming strength 
is on land, makes ruthless use of its 
army; so Britain must be permitted 
to defend itself and its ailies with 
the full power of its navy and strike, 
not only at the enemy's armament, 
but at its sources of military and 
economic sustenance. 
My cable dispatch on January 11 
pointing out that America is 
no friends in this war was cabled back 
to the London Times, the Post and 
the Chronicle, and has been widely 
discussed by the press and among the 
public men of Great Britain. Up to 
date I have received 159 letters on 
the subject, subscribing unreserv 
to my presentation of the facts. The 
majority of the letters are from noted 
Britons, but many are from Ameri- 
cana temporarily or permanently re- 
siding in London. 
One of the most striking letters is 
a nine-page autograph communication 
from John St. Loe Strachey, the bdrii- 
lant editor of the Spectator, a ste- 
dent of American institutions, a states- 
man of character, and a consistent 
friend of our country and its people, 
as was his father before him.

“The people here thought America 
would be certain to be against the

The disappointment 
is the greater’ because we, like the 
Americans of fifty years ago, are im- 
pelled to think that our flesh and 
blood across the water are influenced 
by the thought of profit.

Can you wonder, even though 
it may be unreasonable, and though, 
of course, we ought to see the Ameri- 
can case and so forth, that we feel at 
heart deeply wounded that America 
appears to us to count the matter in 
cold dollars rather than in terms of 
fiesh and biood and human suffering. 

“Do you remember one curious fact 
about the war between-the North and 
South which is often forgotten? The 
close blockade of the Southern States 
allowed practically no cotton to come 
into England, and at that time cotton 
was produced nowhere else in the 
world. The result was starvation for 
Lancashire, and Parilament had te 
vote three or four millions sterling to 
prevent men and women there from 
dying of famine. 

“In these circumstances one would 
have expected the cotton operatives 
to be on the side of the South against 
the North, as taking bread out of their 
mouths. Yet, so great was the Lanca- 
shire men’s hatred of slavery that, 
though they were dying because of the 
war against slavery, they would hear 
of nothing against the North.

NEW YORK. Jan. 22.—Risking 
Possibie seizure by British warships off 
the Atlantic Coast, the . American- 
owned steamer Wilhelmina, flying the 
American flag, and leaded with ap- 
proximately $200,000 worth of food- 
stuffs consigned by an American com- 
mission firm to an American citizen 
in Germany, passed out to sea to- 
night. It is the first voyage of the 
kind undertaken by any vessel from 
an American port since war began in 
Europe, nearly six months ago. " 

If the Wilhelmina is detained or 
seized, the W. L. Green Commission 
Company of St. Louis, charterers of 
the vessel, and shippers of her cargo, 
according to their counsel here,’ will 
fle a protest with the American State 
Department declaring that the cargo 
is conditional contraband, denying the 
right of a belligerent warship to con- 
fiscate it and requesting the United 
States to demand the immediate re- 
lease of ship and cargo. 

The cargo. consists of grain. meats 
and dried fruits, and is intended, ac- 
cording to the shippers, for consump- 
tion by the civilian population of Ger- 
many, and will not be sold directly 
or indirectly to the German govern- 
ment or tis armed forces.

drive the Austro-German forces back 
to Cracow having met a similar fate. 

In the north, however, the new 
Ruasian offensive apparently has car- 
ried them well toward the German 
frontier without meeting serious re- 
sistance. 

The Russian advance in Transylva- 
nia is reported to have been checked 
by the appearance of a large Austrian 
force in the mountains, while. the 
snow prevents the Muscovites going 
any farther through the Carpathiana, 
although they hold all the passes in 
readiness for the day when the 
weather will permit a resumption of 
the forward movement.

{Strand Magazine:] Perhaps the 
most curious ferryboat to be found in 
the world is at Simia, India.

These frauds 
in Indian lands are a part of the terrific 
efforts to get possession of valuable land 
which has never been tilled without paying 
anything for tt. The ranchman and the 
local banker think that they are entitled to 
the great sums that are to be made by buy- 
ing lands for nothing and selline them for 


one chapter in a long history of frauds for 
which the government in Washington is 
usually not responsible. The Indians are 
wards of the nation, which holds for them 
a vast property which they cannot utilize. 
The only remedy is that which has been 
followed in Oklahoma—that is, to make the 
Indians citizens: give each family a farm 
in private ownership; recognize no trans 
fer to a white man until twenty-five years 
have passed, and eventually give each fam- 
ily tte share of the trust funds. Thousands 
of Indiang have shown that they can hold 
their own under such conditions. It is not 
possible indefinitely to keep whole tribes 
of Indians on &@ reservation, which is prac- 
tically an orphan asylum for grown people. 
Meanwhile robbery of the Indians must and 
can be checked, just as robbery of helpless 
children should be prevented by ‘the courts.

Outlook for Los Angeles. 
OHN BARRETT, director-general 
of the Pan-American Union, is no 

mere tourist on the Pacific Coast. 


When Mr. Cleveland as President dis- 


covered Mr. Barrett he was doing 
newspaper work in Seattle. If any- 
body knows South America and its 
trade opportunities it is this same John 
Barrett, who has been in every country 
on the American continent, and has 
been studying conditions in them for 
about twenty-five years. 

We all know the value of praise 
from Sir Roland, and John Barrett is 
the successor of this doughty knight 
in things industrial and commercial as 
relating to the Americas. His views 
are therefore of the first importance. 

About two weeks ago he was here 
in Los Angeles and delivered an ad- 
dress before our Chamber of Com- 
merce. Am other things he said: 
“Los Angeles face to face with a 
unique and great portunity in its 
commercial, financial and general 
business relations with Latin Amer- 
ica. It has peculiar and extraordinary 


by no other city 
on the Pacific Coast.” 


Now that is a good deal to say about 
any city, but we should all get wide- 
awake and listen to what he says fur- 
ther: “Los Angeles should aspire not 
only to be the metropolitan city of Cal- 
ifornia and the Southwestern United 
States, but a Pan-American met 
lis—a center of commercial, financial, 
educational and social activities of the 
whole western section of the three 
Americas.” 

The Pan-American Union furnishes 
figures to show the magnitude of this 
opportunity for Los Angeles, for all 
California and for all the United 
States. The twenty countries that 
make up Latin America in the year 
1913 carried on an export and im 
commerce amounting to $3,000,- 
000,000, and this showed an increase 
of nearly $1,000,000,000 in ten years. 

This is something surely to strive 
for, and a good deal of it can be se- 
cured for this city. As Mr. Barrett 
says, we need local commercial organi- 
zations, individual firms sending rep- 
resentatives to study the field, provide 
money as well as merchandise, steam- 
ship facilities with vessels flying the 
American flag to import raw products 
from Latin America for return car- 
goes for the ships, make Los Angeles 
a particularly popular city with all the 
people of Latin America, and stimu- 
late a widespread study in the col- 
leges, public and private schools of 
Los Angeles of the Spanish language, 
of the geography, resources, commerce 
and history of all the Latin-American 
countries. In other words, Mr. Bar- 
rett says “Develop a true Pan-Ameri- 
can atmosphere.” 


California Farming Advantages. 


Tr HE California farmer has many ad- 
vantages over his brothers in any 
other part of this terraqueous globe. 
Manifestly, the climate is the farmer's 
greatest asset, backed, of course, by 
soils of abundant fertility and in a 
comparatively virgin condition; that 
is, not run down by long years of crop- 
ping. 

Another advantage of the California 
farmer, one not so well understood 
outside of the State, is the way the 
rains come. It would probably sur- 
prise most eastern people to learn that 
California has never suffered a disas- 
trously dry year in fifty seasons, nor 
have floods devastated the country in 
part to a greater number of times than 
three or four. 

The rainfall for the five Southern 
California counties does not differ 
enough in quantity to make a compari- 
son essential. Los Angeles for thirty- 
seven years shows an average total 
for the season of 15.72 inches. It is 
wonderful how evenly the rainfall 
comes here. Taking the period be- 
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tween the seasons 1888-89 and 1913-14 
inclusive, there were only two seasons 
when the rainfall was below seven 
inches, or about half the average, only 
six seasons when it was below ten 
inches, or two-thirds of the average. 
There were seventeen of these years 
when the rainfall ran between ten and 
twenty inches, and only three when it 
was more than twenty inches. 

The orchards and vineyards of Cali- 
fornia are mostly dependent for their 
water supply on irrigation systems, 
which have been wonderfully devel- 
oped, and the same is true of alfalfa 
meadows. This leaves the farmer de- 
pendent on rainfall only for cereal 
crops, and they will mature if put in 
at the right time and in the right way 
on a rainfall of seven inches. In fifty 
years there has never been a failure of 
even cereal crops in Southern Califor- 
nia. 

While the records show that there 
is not a month in the year in which 
rain has not been known to fall in 
Southern California, the great precipi- 
tation comes between the latter part 
of November and the middle of March 
as an almost universal rule. January 
is the month of the biggest precipita- 
tion, having as an average 3.17 inches, 
followed by February with an ave 

of 3.11, and this by March with 288 


inches, and Decem a close fourth 
with 282. This for thirty-seven 
years. 


In the matter of floods, December 
leads with a record of nearly 16 inches 
in 1889. February of the following 
year gave 8.56 inches, and March, 
1893, shows with 8.52 inches. In 1913 


February a rs with 9.16, and the ~ 
_ year January produced 10.35 


The farmer in California knows al- 
most exactly when rains will fall and 
when they will not. They all come at 
a time when there are no crops to de- 
stroy, and the harvests are usually col- 
under perfect weather condi- 

ns. 


Going Like a Crab, Backward. 
HE latest war to afflict mankind, 
that now prevailing in Europe, is 

also the test that ever befell hu- 
manity. It is carried on in a way dif- 
ferent from former wars. It is the 
most scientifically conducted, has 
larger guns, with more mechanical de- 
vices about them, than ever known 
before. 

In many ways it is very instructive 
to those who study war and its prac- 
tices. From the time the first savage 
met his her and quarreled over a 
piece of game taken in the forest with 
their bare hands, to the present time, 


the great conflict in war has been be- . 


tween defense and attack. An early 
savage picked up a club as more effi- 
cient than his fist, and his antagonist 
beat him by hurling a stone at his 
head. Then came the shield to ward 
off the blow of the stick and stone, 
and this was followed by a stone 
weapon, to be succeeded in time by 
one of metal. So came about the ar- 
mor to protect the body of the com- 
batant from the sword thrusts or pike 
thrusts of his antagonists. his 
struggle between defense and attack 
was carried on so that Hallam in his 
history of the Middle Ages tells of a 
battle which took place in Central 
Italy between two considerable armies 
where the armor was so heavy that no 
weapon could pierce it or hurt the 
wearer in any part. So far had de- 
fense outrun attack that the only casu- 
alties in this battle were those who 
fell on the field and, being unable to 
rise because of the weight of their 
armor, were suffocated or trampled to 
death by their own comrades. 

The German forty-two-centimeter 
howitzer manipulated and aimed b 
elaborate mechanical devices and hu 
ing a shell nearly sixteen and a half 
inches in diameter many miles has 
rendered the building of forts an obso- 
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lete device in modern war. At Brus- 
sels, at the Porte de Halle; there is a 
museum which is full of warlike de- 
vices which would form an interesting 
comparison with those used in Bel- 
gium today. For example, there are 
old wooden cannon in that museum, 
wound about with metal bands, that 
fired stone bullets, which are also 
there beside the old guns. It is a long 
way from these ancient cannon to the 
modern howitzer, but they were just 
as effective against the ortifications 
of their time as the howitzer is against 
the modern bulwark.

But the installment orange ¢ is 
a peach of an idea, although it is not 
confined to citrus land alone. You 
can have 'most any kind of an orchard 
made to measure, but the orange ap- 
peals most surely to the normal mind 
and there are over 20,000 acres in this 
district now being virtually “built to 
suit” the purchaser.
